Phifer  and  Beauchamp  discussed  the  special  Extension  Service  Review 
issue  on  Farm  and  Home  Development  and  the  type  of  stories  needed  for 
both. this  issue  and  regular  issues  of  the  Review.  Croy  appointed  a 
committee  consisting  of  Cowden,  Phifer,  Claar,  Crosby,  Downey,  and 
Matthews  to  work  with  Mrs.  Beauchamp  on  Farm  and  Home  Development 
stories  for  the  Review.
